One of the most often quoted salvation 
passages, Romans 10:9-10 requires us to “confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus.” Yet the odd idea persists that I may 
allow Christ to be my Saviour, but refuse to allow Him to be

Acctording to this strange theology, we might expect there to be three 
different plans of salvation, each depending on the, depth of one’s conviction. 


(1) SAVIOUR ONLY. This plan of salvation calls for no commitment. 
It asks the ‘‘believer” -to accept the benefits of Calvary and perhaps 
join a church. Everything else is optional equipment! : 


SAVIOUR NOW, LORD LATER. This pian allows one to be saved 
now, and then spend several years in a backslidden state. However,
